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Gautier shares city’s name, family history

PASCAGOULA — A strong sense of family 
and a lively sense of humor have carried Quin 
Gautier Sr. through his life. At 82, he lives in the 
house where he grew up, surrounded by family 
and memories. 

Although his family has had a great influ- 
ence on the development of 
Pascagoula and Gautier, he has 
a pragmatic philosophy of life: 
“Regardless of who you are or 
what you do, when you die, 
they forget you.” 

That’s the way it should be, 
he believes. Yet his family has 
kept Gautier family history 
alive for the younger genera- 
tions, telling family stories dat- 
ing back to his great-grandfa- 
ther, Fernando Gautier, who 
built the Old Place in Gautier. 

Originally called West Pascagoula, the com- 
munity was named Gautier after his family in 
1870 when the LEN Railroad was finished. 

“They had to have a name for the station,” he 
said. “Grandfather’s father had established a 
sawmill there and the railroad ran along the 
edge of the Gautier property.” 

Gautier is the current owner of the Old Place. 
Though no one lives there anymore, Gautier’s

out for receptions, meetings and other special 
events.

home,” Gautier said. His mother, Hattie, was a 
teacher and committee chairwoman for the 
Democratic Party. His father, Hermes, was a 
businessman, a supervisor, a legislator and a 
senator. 

His family moved into his present home in 
1924. The house had been built before 1870 by 
Hilaire Krebs and his family acquired it prior to 

1924, when his mother reno- 
. vated it for them to live in. 

During World War I, the 
house was used by the Inter- 
national Shipyard as a hospital 
for shipyard workers. 

“The Italian government 
financed the shipyard,” Gauti- 
er said. “When the war was 
over, they decided to liquidate.” 

Hermes Gautier was one of 
five young businessmen who 
outbid New Orleans interests 

to buy the property, which made up much of the 
Pascagoula residential section of the time. They 
wanted to save the city’s housing. 

“The Louisiana people planned to sell the 
houses, put them on barges and move them up 
river to plantations that needed houses,” Gau- 
tier said. 

The plan to ship the houses away from 
Pascagoula would have failed anyway, Gautier 
said. 

“Shortly thereafter there was a depression. No 
one needed houses. You could buy any house in

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the area for $500.” 

The five men divided the 
property among them, each 
taking several blocks of houses. 
They thought they could 
finance the venture by renting 
the houses to the government, 


which was operating a school 


offering vocational training for 
men from World War I. 

Their-contract only lasted a 
few months, though, before the 
government closed down the 
school, | 

“They were further in the 
hole than ever,” Gautier said. 
“Mr. Ingalls from Birmingham 
was looking for a use for the 
‘steel from his steel mills. My 


father convinced him to send. | 


the steel down the river and 
open the old shipyard to build 
barges. When we got into 
World War II, the government 
needed a:shipyard to build 


ships for the Navy. That was . 


the beginning - Ingalls Ship- 
yard.” 

Growing up in the neighbor- 
hood was wonderful, Gautier 
said. “Within a two-block area, 
there were 14 boys and no girls. 
We had enough for baseball 
games, marbles; cowboys and 
Indians, rubber-gun wars. Kids 
today don’t even know what a 
rubber-gun is. You had a wood- 
en stock and you cut strips of 
an old tire to stretch over it for 
ammunition.” 


Among the boys he remem-.* 


bers playing with during these 
carefree days are Billy and Jim. 
Colmer, Roy Wingfield and 
Jimmy and Fred Gully. 

When Gautier was 13, he 
took a train to Washington, 
D.C. — alone — where he lived 
in a boarding house to serve as 
a page for Congressman 
William Colmer of Pascagoula. 
He served for two years when 
Congress was in session, 
attending the page school in 
the bottom tier of the Capitol 
building. : 

“This was in 83, 84 when 
Roosevelt was in office,” Gau- 
tier said. “I got to know on a 
first name basis a lot of the 
congressmen of that time. One 
congressman had goats and he 
brought in jars of goat milk. 
He would send pages out to 
deliver it to various congress- 
men.” 

One task he ' was sometimes 
assigned was to call the wives 
of certain congressmen to say 
the lawmaker wouldn’t be 
home for supper because he 


had a late committee meeting. : 


Then the congressmen sent out 


. for bottles of gin and bourbon 


for their “meeting.” 

“T learned early how Con- 
gress worked. More business 
got done off the floor than in 
official sessions,” he said. 

-One of the favorite sports of 
the young pages was their own 
version of hockey, he said. They 
would take worn down. brooms 
to the basement of the Capi- 
tol, put on roller skates and 
play. The pucks were big rats. 

“I later thought those weren’t 


the only rats in the Capitol. 
There were more above ‘than 


below.” 

During his second year as a 
page, when he was 14, the 
Capitol Club went to New York 
City. He decided to leave the 


tour and take"his’ own “trip’to - 


Coney Island. 
“T had a hat, a-suit and a

d) ne area of Jackson County, located on the banks 
of the Singing River, was known as West 
Pascagoula. History in this area is rich and abundant, 
going back as far as 700-300 B.C. during the Woodland 
Indian Period. Indian mounds which have been 
excavated extensively reveal a thriving Indian 


community. 


Jean Baptiste Baudreau dit Graveline (1671-1762) 
came to the area with D'Iberville on his second voyage 


LEOMARE FULLER, Chatraat of the Garalie 


in 1700. Graveline received a large land grant that “Singing River Original mngzelia blossem mate ss) 
included all of the land which is now within the city limits of the City of Gautier. Graveline considered 
the land very favorable for establishing residence, and made his home from 1717 until his death. Another 
of Gautier's favorite sons, George Farragut, bought a large tract of land around what is now the Interstate 
Ten rest stop and settled there. When the coast became a part of Louisiana Territory in 1811, Farragut 
was appointed Justice of the U.S. Naval hero in the Battle of Mobile Bay during the Civil War. 


Prior to the Civil War, Colonel Alfred E. Lewis, moved into the vicinity and built his Greek Revival 
home and plantation in 1845. Because Lewis used some of the fields previously used by Graveline, his 
wife named the property "Oldfields." During the Civil War, Oldfields was occupied by Union soldiers. 
The Grinstead family purchased Oldfields in 1905, and it became the home of Agnes "Sissie" Grinstead 
and her artist husband, Walter Anderson. 


Gautier can also boast of the residency of two greatly esteemed men; Colin McRea who served as the 
Confederacy's financial agent in Europe and John McRea (former governor of Mississippi). Their mother 
Elizabeth operated a hotel at the site of the present Twelve Oaks property. 


er settled in region in 1867 and 
made his fortune in t e lumber business. Gautier sold a 
part of his property to the L&N Railroad, making it a 
railroad stop for water to be used in the train's steam 
engine. The name of the West Pascagoula station was 
changed by the railroad to "Gautier" in 1910. The 
opening of the L&N Railroad creosote plant in 1874 
was a major boost to the expansion of the settlement. 
The plant was the oldest timber treating plant in the 
United States. The community of Gautier was settled 
: around the creosote plant, and residents lived in the

post office, a mercantile store, depot, and a two-story 
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apartment. After the railroad was sold, the homes were removed. The only sign of this settlement today 
is a fenced-in hazardous area caused by the creosote. The Hilda Fire Tower now stands where virgin pine 
forests once stood until the end of the sawmill era. 


Still standing among the beautiful moss-draped oak trees in the historic district of Gautier are the stately 
old homes built by Alfred E. Lewis and Fernando, Henry, and Walter Gautier. These homes were built 
with lumber from the Fernando Gautier and Sons Sawmill which produced about 30,000 board feet per 


day. 


Gautier's most famous daughter, Josephine "Miss Josie" Gautier (1899-1992) was the granddaughter of 
Fernando Gautier. "Miss Josie," as she was fondly called, was recognized for her many talents — state 
skeet champion, song writer, and artist. She made famous the legend of the Singing River and wrote the 
Mississippi State song, "Way Down South in Mississippi." Miss Josie was also founder of a very 
successful business "Singing River Pottery." Her work is now displayed in the Ohr-O'Keefe Museum of 
Art. 


Within the city limits of Gautier is the Mississippi Sandhill Crane Refuge. The twenty thousand acre 
refuge, with its visitor center and trails, is very popular with tourists and school children. 


Educational opportunities have gone from family owned one room "little red school house" to the 
presence of the Mississippi Gulf coast Community College. The Gautier School was built in 1940, is now 
under consideration for placement on the National Register of Historic Places. The Gautier School 
originally housed grades one through eight, and high school students were transported to Pascagoula 
until the new modern high school was built. 


Although Gautier is a young city, it took twenty years in court to fight off opposition to the city's 
incorporation. In 1986 William "Bill" Scheffler (1922-2005) became the first mayor and started the first 
and only newspaper in Gautier which was called the "Gautier Independent." Today, the city contains a 
shopping mall, movie theaters, two golf courses, RV, city and states parks, marinas, restaurants, 
professional business, churches of many denomination, and fine schools. The city is called "Gautier, 
Nature's Playground."

There was a war scare every now and then. But the ship- 
building went on. The C-3’s and the big barges rolled off the ih 
ways and went out to sea. The town had bulged to 35,000 be- | 
fore the war was over. When Germany surrendered in the i 
Spring of 1945, Ingall’s contracts began to slump and by the hae 
time Japan surrendered, Pascagoula began to feel the slack of an 
departing residents. Before long it looked like a ghost town 
as hundreds of abandoned shacks were observed, shacks that 
had been hastily constructed during the war. Soon the popula- 
tion went back down to nearly its pre-war level. 


Then the boys came back. Donovan Gautier came back 
wearing a bronze star. He had been at Bataan, forced on the 
infamous Death March and was a Japanese prisoner for more 
than three years. There were others who returned; Dick Ab- 
bey, James Ira Grimsley, Walter Gully, Charles Ford, Tom 
Kell, Lonnie Watts, Wilbur Dees, Marby Penton, Robert 
Farnsworth, Duell Hewlett, Tom Leatherbury, John Dupont, 
Johnny Green, Quinn and Newton Gautier, Frank Canty, Jr., 
Pete Cox, Calvin T. Bolding, Jr. and some sixty others. 


But Stova Firth didn’t come back. Neither did Billy Canty 
or Joe Shepherd. These and several other Pascagoulans had 
given their lives for their country. 


With the ending of the war things returned to normal 
again. Business was bad but everything else was good. Kath- 
erine Wright and Jackie Walker won some state-wide beauty 
contests. Then Katherine went on to Atlantic City and be- 
came runner-up to Miss America. 


In 1947, Pascagoula won the State Football Championship 
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personally aiding in the care and supervision of the largest female orphan asylum in the city. Her 
charities otherwise in money were numerous, and always bestowed without ostentation. God blessed 
the ‘‘work of her hands’’ and bestowed prosperity on her, and she died wealthy, beloved and 
respected, having bequeathed by will all she possessed to charitable institutions. We know of no 
country on the globe that ever before erected a monument to the charitable virtues and benefactions 
of awoman. “None but herself could be her parallel.” 

Besides these graceful evidences of public sentiment and grateful acknowledgment to heroes 
and heroine there is a suitable shaft erected on the battlefield of Chalmette. This place takes its 
name from its owner at the time, Chalmette de Lino, a prominent planter of high station and 
ancestry, who, broken-hearted at the destruction of his home and plantation, advanced in years, died 
eight days after the battle of New Orleans. In giving a description of the victory, ‘n one of the anni- 
versary leaders with which our local newspapers usually greet the recurrence, it was stated that Chal- 
mette de Lino was a bachelor, but a letter from Mr. Gayarré says that “Chalmette de Lino married 
the beautiful daughter of the Marquis de Vaugine, of a patrician family, with ancestry distinguished 
in the annals of France and Spain,’’ and he adds: “I have seen at the house of Widow Perret, on 
the coast, her beautiful portrait. The Cruzat family, allied to the Chalmette bachelor, is of patrician 
extraction, and their ancestors filled important offices in the kingdom of Navarre. It is an old name, 
recorded in ancient annals. Madame Chalmette, born Vaugine, was the most intimate friend of Con- 
stance de Grandpré, who married my grandfather, Don Juan Antonio Gayarré, royal contador in the 
days of Galvez.’’ Antonio Cruzat was born at St. Louis, Mo., September 2, 1775. He came to New 
Orleans in 1788, entered service at once in a Spanish regiment for Louisiana; served up to the retro- 
cession to France and to the United States, and retired as captain. In August, 1814, he was appointed, 
president of the police jury in New Orleans, and served to 1848. He was the son of Francois Cru- 
zat, lieutenant-colonel regiment of the line in Louisiana, and commandant of St. Louis and lieuten- 
ant-governor of Illinois and its dependencies, and of Lady Nicanora Ramos, of Spain. Antonio 
Cruzat married Victoire, daughter of Chalmette de Lino, whose descendants are among the elite of 
New Orleans society. 

There is also a beautiful statue in one of the cemeteries, erecued to commemorate the patriotic 
services of the private confederate soldier. It is of life size, standing at the top of a granite column, 
and represents one of Lee’s and Stonewall Jackson’s heroes, in confederate gray garb, at rest, on 
picket or guard duty, his musket at rest. He seems to be sighing for peace and thinking of his loved 
ones at home, even while the wings of the angel of death are hovering around him. It has on its 
-four sides intaglios in bass-relief of Lee, Jackson, Johnson artd Polk. Again, there is an equestrian 
statue in bronze, by Doyle, to the memory of Albert Sydney Johnston, the peerless Confederate gen- 
eral and accomplished gentleman, who fell at Shiloh with victory in his grasp, plucked from a des- 
perate battlefield through his military maneuvers and prowess over the flower:of the Union forces. 
So intent were his energies directed toward the accomplishment of the final assault upon the enemy’s 
receding troops that he gave no sign of having received a fatal wound of the femoral artery from a 
minie-ball, and the life blood was permitted unconsciously to flow until the weakness of approaching 
death disarmed him. The statue represents him mounted on his war horse, just as he was before he 
received his fatal wound, and is a splendid tribute to one of the most beloved and patriotic chieftains 
of the Southern army. 

The malignity of’ unjust criticism by scme editorial warriors which followed. the unavoidable 
retreats of the Southern army in the West, before superior forces, had caused Gen. Johnston, then in 
command, to acknowledge that ‘‘ military success is generally considered the best of merit.” His 
brave and patriotic heart fully appreciated and made allowance for the disappointment of the peo- 
ple in their desire for victories over the enemy at any cost. Fortunately, the criticism of those mili- 
tary movements by those who ‘‘jest at scars, that never felt a wound,” produced no evil effect upon 
his patriotic devotion to his country’s service, and when he fell on the field in the face of assured vic- 
tory his gallant army tottered from the shock. The hez:t of the confederacy felt the wound and 
“« gave signs of woe that all was lost.’’ 

On September 14, 1874, the citizens of New Orleans rose in a solid body and hurled Kellogg 
from the gubernatorial chair at a cost of many valuable, patriotic lives of most beloved sons. On 
September 14, 1891, seventeen years after the event, a large concourse of prominent citizens 
assembled on Canal street, and, with appropriate ceremonies, laid the corner-stone of ariother monu- 
ment to commemorate the names of those who fell in the forcible overthrow of the odious rule of 
Gov. Kellogg and his adherents. The Hon. R. H. Marr, judge of one of the criminal courts, a promi- 
nent actor in the event, presided, and the Hon. B. F. Jonas, ex-senator from Louisiana to the con- 
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gress of the United States, another of the leaders on that occasion, delivered an oration which. elo- 
quently justified and maintained the inestimable right of American freemen to resist and remove the 
oppressions of intolerable tyranny. He said: “In the silent cemeteries rest the remains of those 
who never heard the loud acclaim of victory or witnessed the redemption of their people; who were 
not spared to enjoy the triumph of the cause for which they shed their blood in the streets of New 
Orleans, and who are here to-day only in memory. Let us call the roll of honor: Robert E. Lind- 
say, Andrieu Feuillan, A. M. Gautier, A. Bozonier, Charles Brulard, John Graval, E. A. Toledano, 
F. Mohrman, J. K. Gourdain, William C. Robbins, S. B. Newman inp William A. Wells, James 
Crossin, J. M. West, Michael Betz and J. Considine. * * * Let Louisianians, 
torn and divided by faction, as sometimes, unfortunately, they may be, caiithtoen September 14, 1874, 
and how they stood together as one man on that eventful day, united in devotion to Bienville, the 
father of colonial Louisiana; Lafayette, the soul of the Revolution; Jefferson, who urged so success- 
fully the acquisition of Louisiana, and Peace, won in 1879, and decreed that all should have marble 
or bronze reminders in the capital of the South. 

The Hennessy monument, designed in 1891, by A. Weiblen, of New Orleans, at a cost of 
$3,500, is seven and one-half feet square at the base, and twenty-six feet in hight, constructed of 
Hallowell granite. It is a plain shaft, surmounted by a piece of drapery, around which is clasped a 
belt and an officer’s club. Further down, at the end of the shaft proper, is an enlarged fac-simile 
of the chief’s badge, and below it a medallion showing the pelican feeding her young, resting on 
branches of palm. The base is formed of a series of ornamental cubes of different sizes, highly 
ornamented. The name “ Hennessy” stands out in bold relief on the third cube. 

Of all the gratifying pleasures and entertainments New Orleans offers for the delight and enjoy- 
ment of stranger, visitors, denizens and citizens, there is none comparable with the musical represen- 
tations of the “French opera.” It is maintained and conducted on a scale of magnificence, not infe- 
rior to many of the cities on the continent of Europe, where large royal subsidies are bestowed for their 
support. Here the French opera is sustained by liberal private subscriptions from the wealthy dille- 
tanti vélite of the population, French, Spanish, Italian and American merchants and citizens. New 
Orleans is the only city in the Union where a permanent opera company is maintained during the 
winter months. Imagine brilliant audiences: composed of the most refined and elegant ladies and 
gentlemen, who assemble there two or three times a week, the ladies dressed in full ball costume, and the 
gentlemen en rigueur to see and hear the classical productions of Halevy, Gluck, Spontini, Mozart, 
Meyerbeer, Bellini, Rossini, Wagner, Weber, Verdi, Gounod, Reyer, Offenbach and Lecoeq, rendered 
in a style equal to the representations in Paris, Berlin, St. Petersburg and Milan, aided by an orchestra 
of fifty or sixty musicians. Think of an audience composed of musical critics and connoisseurs, 
listening to the bird-like notes of Calvé, Rose Devries, Bertini, Colson, Ambre, Fleury Ioly, Nadi, 
Durand-Hitchock, Schweyr-Lemaitte, or the bass voices of Genebrel, Von Hufflin and Castelmary, and 
the baritone of Duvoyod, Dumestre and Guillemot, and tenors like ’Dulue, Delagrave Berger, Michot, 
Tournié Lafarge and Paulin, in opera such as “la Prophete,” “la Juive,” “Hugenots Moise,’’ ‘‘Will- 
iam Tell,” ‘‘Lucia,” ‘‘ Rigolletto,” ‘‘ L’ Etoile du Nord,” “ Les Amours du Diable,’’ “Aida,’’ ‘“ Afri- 
caine,” ‘Provatore,” “Carmen,” and “Traviata Si Jétris Roi,” ‘‘Dragons de Villars,” “Le Roy 
d’ys,’’ ete., placed upon the stage with spectacular magnificence, and you will have a glimpse of the 
‘musical feast enjoyed by those who regard the French opera as a public necessity, which can not be 

‘dispensed with. For forty years Davis and Boudousquie were the fathers of the opera in olden 
times, which was conducted at the Orleans theater. About 1858.2 new opera company was organ- 
ized by Mr. Boudousquie, and in deference to the preponderance of patronage from the old creole 
habitues, it was decided, unfortunately, to build on Bourbon street, down town, six or seven squares’ 
from Canal street, at too great a distance from the homes of its "American patrons. Gallier and 
Easterbrook were the architects. Patti made her debut on its boards in Meyerbeer'’s “Pardon de 
Ploermel,” and distinguished herself in the “Shadow Song.” _Mdme. Fretzzelini delighted the 
audience on the eve of the war. The clash of arms caused a suspension. of all such amusements while 
it lasted. After peace returned, the two Alhaizas revived the opera, but disasters of various kinds 
intervened and it was not successfully condi:cted, but in 1868 a new Opera House association was 
organized, the stock being taken by leading capitalists, merchants and other citizens, who purchased 
the opera house and made liberal arrangements to re-establish a first-class opera troupe from Europe. 
Calabresi was manager and principal director at a very heavy salary, but he was not successful; then 
themanagement was given to Mr. Placide Canonge, a distinguished creole of the oldregime, a playwright, 
scholar and gentleman, in 1872; afterward it fell under the management of Mr. Maugé, who brought 
over an excellent company from Paris, and after his contract expired a patriotic and wealthy citizen, 
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sissippi he graduated at Iuka, Miss., with the desree of A. B., in 1889, but previous to this, 
in 1887, he had begun teaching in the public schools. He is a democrat, a master Mason 
and a Methodist. The value of such institutions as the Pleasant Ridge normal institution 
can rarely be estimated, and this is one of the best of its kind. The brothers Gates are edu- 
cators by natural inclination as well as by study and experience, and educators of a high 
order of ability, and their work is gaining in favor as it becomes known. This promises in 


time to develop into one of the leading educational institutions of this part of the state. oa 


Sampson Gathings, a well-known plinter of Monroe county, was born in Anson 
county, N. C., in 1823, His parents were James and Jane (Jackson) Gathings, both 
natives of Virginia, but who were married in North Carolina, to which state they removed 
with their parents, and where Mr. Gathings died in [S44 His wife survived him till 1883, 
and died in Anson county, N.C. His father was a farmer and trader, and a member 
of the Baptist church. He was of German and his wife of English descent. The sub- 
ject of this sketch was the fourth of seven children, named as follows: James (a planter, 
who died in Texas), Philip (a planter, who now resides in Texas), Susan (widow of the late 
D. A. Covington of Monroe, N. C.), Sampson, George W. (planter of Monroe county now 
deceased), Jackson M. (planter, residing in Monrve county), Mary (widow of Sidney Randall 
of Clay county): Mr. Gathings received such +ducation as was available to him in the cor- 
mon schools, and at Lake Forest institute in North Carolina. In 1843 be married Martha, 
daughter of Wilson and Jemima Chambers, natives and lifelong residents of North Carolina. 
Mrs. Gathings was born in Anson county, N. C., and died about 1854, having borne him two 
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F. Ceaser & Sons, West Pascagoula, Miss., are among the largest lumber manufactur- 
ers of Jackson. county, having been established there for more than twenty years. They 
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started in business with a small capital, erecting a mill with a capacity of ten thousand feet 
per day. When their trade demanded it they increased their capacity to thirty thousand feet 


per day. They employ twenty-two men in the mill, and find a ready market for all the lum- 
ber they manufacture. The firm consists of Vernando, the; father, and Henry and Walter, 
the sons. The father was born at sea, near the island of Juan Fernando, in 1823, his par

ents at the time being on a voyage to South America. He was reared and educated in New 
Orleans, and, after leaving school was employed asa clerk in a cottonhouse. For several 
years he followed this eccupation, when he removed to Mississippi. He erected a small saw- 
mill near Biloxi, which he operated until after the war. After the conflict was ended and 
peace declared, he sold out and removed to West Pascagoula, where he has since resided, 
He was united in marriage to Miss Theresa Fayard. They have had eleven children born to 
them, nine of whom are living: Henry; Ada, wife of R. Thompson; Walter; Eve, wife of Hon. 
John M. Pelham; Mina, wife of John O’Donohoe; Emma, wife of Charles G. Johnson; Julia, 
wife of W. M. Canty; and Eugene and Adam. The children were all born in Mississippi 
Henry was reared and educated in Harrison county, uear Biloxi. He was trained to the 
lumber business, and has always followed milling. The last year of the Civil war he served 
in company O, Twenty-fourth Mississippi battalion, and since the war ended has been in 
business with his father. He was murried in 1870 to Miss A. Hull, of Mobile, Ala. They 
have two children: Louise and Aline. 
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Exhibits and artifacts of the vanished city of St. Joseph can be seen at Constitution 
Convention Museum, located off U.S. 98 at Port St. Joe, Florida. The museum, part of 
the Florida State Parks system, also houses dioramas of Florida’s first Constitution 
Convention, which was held at St. Joseph in 1838. Guided tours are conducted through 
the museum, and a small entrance fee is charged. 


THE RISE AND DECLINE 
OF THE OLD CITY OF ST. JOSEPH 


Florida has a number of places within her borders that once were the sites of 
flourishing settlements of which nothing presently remains except owergrown ruins. 
However, no other settlement that flourished since the beginning of the American 
occupation equals in human interest and historical importance the towm of St. Joseph, 
located on the bay of the same name, a short distance west of the Apalachicola River. 


Here occurred one of the most stirring fights made by men in a courageous but 
futile effort to surmount overwhelming natural and human obstacles. A study of the 
struggle reveals many important events in the state’s history. Here, the first steam 
locomotive in Florida was operated. Probably the first (surely the second} railroad of the 
tegion led to the town. The first and only constitutional convention in territorial days 
was held here. And, the first important reportorial work by Florida jourmalists was done 
in connection with this convention. % 


‘ 

In addition to these pioneer events, a consideration of the town’s history sheds light 
on the economic conditions of the Apalachicola region (extending into Georgia and 
Alabama) in the late thirties and early forties of the nineteenth century, on the financial 
outlook of the territory during this period, and on the political problems engaging the 
attention of its inhabitants. Therefore, it would seem well worthwhile to sketch the 
circumstances surrounding the growth and decline of St. Joseph. 


EARLY HISTORY 


The real history of the town may be said to have begun on March £7, 1835, when 
the Supreme Court of the United States gave an unanimous decision in the case of Colin 
Mitchell et al, vs. the United States. This case concerned the ownership of 1,250,000 
acres of land in Middle Florida. 


Panton, Leslie and Co., a commercial house beginning activities in Florida when 
England had possession of the territory between 1763 and 1784, obtained permission of 
the Spanish government to purchase a large tract of land from the Indiams in order to 
indemnify the company for losses suffered. This transaction with the natives was 
completed by a series of treaties between 1804 and 1811. When Florida became a 
territory of the United States, the question of the legality of these purchases arose. After 
litigation extending over a period of seven years, first in the Superior Cowzt of Middle 
Florida and then in the Supreme Court of the United States, the latter decided in favor 
of the successors of Panton, Leslie and Co. 


In the 14 years of American sovereignty over Florida before the case was finally 
adjudicated, immigrants had settled in the disputed area, apparently withowt paying any 
attention to claims of the company. The chief settlement in the contested district was 
Apalachicola, of whose history prior to 1835 very little is known. Its location at the 
mouth of the Apalachicola River seemed to insure a great future for the infant town, 
since the waterway appeared destined to become the main commercial outlet for the rich 
cotton district of Western Georgia and Eastern Alabama. The enthusiastic settlers 
probably dreamed of a city that would rival New Orleans. In May, 1833, a newspaper, 
“The Advertiser,” sure sign of a boom town in those days, was started by R. Dinsmore 
Westcott. Commerce increased so rapidly that 40,000 bales of cotton were shipped from 
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the harbor in 1835 and numerous steamers plied up and down the river. 


RIVAL TOWN PROPOSED 


The bustling, thriving and optimistic Apalachicolians were not inclined to pay 
tribute to the people to whom the United States Supreme Court had allotted the land. 
They looked for a way to escape supporting the Apalachicola Land Company, an 
organization started by the successors of Panton, Leslie & Co., and yet not lose the 
profitable trade to the region. 


Somebody suggested the founding of a rival town on St. Joseph’s Bay, some 28 
miles to the northwest. Since Apalachicola was at the extreme western limit of the 
Forbes Purchase, the new settlement would not be within the jurisdiction of the hated 
company. It was, however, located in such close proximity to the river that the 
enthusiastic malcontents believed they could divert the waterway’s commerce and thus 
ruin the old town. 


The project was one that might have made reasonable men in more normal times 
hesitate. It was not only a question of erecting a new town, with wharves and other 
trading facilities, but devising a means of easy and cheap transportation between the river 
and the bay. 


A bayou, called Lake Wimico, extended from the river to within eight miles of the 
proposed city. This lake, it was believed, would furnish an easy passage for steamers, 
after some dredging had been done. The intervening land could be crossed either by canal 
or by railroad. In addition to these obstacles, there also seemed some doubt whether the 
bay was deep enough for ocean steamers. However, the promotors were undaunted, and 
began the most remarkable undertaking that Florida had seen to that time, or was 
destined to see for many years to come. 


CANAL COMPANY FORMED 


Even before the decision of the Supreme Court was given, the Lake Wimico and St. 
Joseph Canal Company had been incorporated by the Legislative Council of Florida to 
connect the lake with the bay. Now the work was pushed rapidly. In May, 1835, parties 
were dispatched to explore the lake, and naturally their reports were very favorable. 
Another party began sounding the channel of the bay. At about the same time, surveyors 
started to lay out the new town, which was to be called St. Joseph. The plan of the 
place provided for wide streets, “in order to give a free circulation to the sea breezes,” 
which would make it healthy and salubrious. The streets were laid out at right angles and 
had such characteristic names as Bay, Commerce, Palmetto, Magnolia, Washington and 


Columbus. 


On June 13 the subscription books of the Canal Company were opened at 
Apalachicola, and in a few minutes the entire stock was taken. It is significant that the 
Apalachicolians held three-eighths of the stock, the merchants of Columbus, Ga., another 
three-ighths, while the remaining quarter was bought by Tallahasseeans. This clearly 
shows the chief interests backing the project. In addition to the discontented residents of 
the old town, the support of the commercial powers of Western Georgia was a potent 
factor in the development of St. Joseph. We can readily imagine why they were 
interested. Their investments in Apalachicola were threatened by the decision of the 
federal tribunal and hence their feelings were similar to those of the residents of that

city. The purchase of one-quarter of the stock by persons in Tallahassee proves that the 
venture was also a child of the cconomic conditions then prevailing over the entire 
country. 


PERIOD OF SPECULATION DEVELOPS 


This was one of the recurring periods of intensive speculation and overdevelopment 
which economists now recognize as one of the phases of a business cycle. Everywhere 
there was a wild orgy of real estate development, aided by cheap paper money issued by 
banks with enormous capital. The chief financial institution of Florida was the Union 
Bank, with headquarters at Tallahassee. With its large apparent assets, any project which 
interested its stockholders was bound to be a success even if temporary and fictitious. 


The banks’ interest in St. Joseph is often brought to light. In 1836 it was claimed 
that the presidents of the Union Bank of Florida, of the Bank of Columbus, and of the 
Commercial Bank of Apalachicola, and the ex-president of the Bank of Marianna were 
financially interested in the town. In the same year Ben Chaires, a banker and planter 
from Tallahassee, was president of the Lake Wimico and St. Joseph Canal and Railroad 
Company. This close connection between the banks and the town must always be 
remembered by those who wish to understand its history. 


RAILROAD STARTED 


The next steps taken by the promoters were the construction of a railroad from 
Lake Wimico to the bay, and the erection of terminal facilities at both ends. Towards the 
close of October, or at the very beginning of November, 1835, it was reported that 100 
carpenters and 200 laborers were employed on the railroad and that 200 or 300 more 
were daily expected from the North. 

\ 

The exact date of completion of the railroad is not known, but in an advertisement 
dated Aug. 13, 1836, it was announced that the storage houses and wharf on Lake 
Wimico were completed, that those on the bay were almost finished, and that the 
railroad with passenger and freight cars and two improved Baldwin locomotives were 


ready for work. 


The formal opening of the new railroad probably occurred on Monday, Sept. 5, 
1836, as the newspapers of Florida and Georgia gave the following account: 


“Locomotives in Florida” 


“On Monday, the Sth inst., a locomotive 
drawing a train of 12 cars containing upwards to 
300 passengers passed over the railroad connecting 
the flourishing town of St. Joseph with the 
Apalachicola River. The trip, a distance of eight 
miles, was performed in the short space of 25 
minutes. The engineer is confident, from the 
superiority of the road and engine, that the route 
can be accomplished in eight minutes.” 
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SETTLEMENT INCORPORATED 


While the railroad was being completed, the promoters were not idle in other 
directions. The shoals at the mouth of Lake Wimico were removed and the channel 
widened. The sale of the lots of the new town was announced for Dec. 14, 1835. The 
settlement was incorporated by an act of the Legislative Council of 1836. This provided 
for the establishment of a free school, for the support of the port, for the regulation of 
taverns, markets and quarantine, and for prescribing the form of government. 


The Bank of St. Joseph, with a capital of $1,000,000, and the St. Joseph Insurance 
Company, with a capital of the same amount, were also incorporated by this session of 
the council. It must be added, however, that both of these enactments were annulled in 
July, 1836, by the United States Congress. 


NEWSPAPER INTRODUCED 


The necessity for advertising for the successful development of the new enterprise 
was not forgotten. The home office of the publicity department was apparently “The 
Advertiser” of Apalachicola, still in the hands of R. Dinsmore Westcott. In November, 
1835, he issued the first number of the “St. Joseph Telegraph,” although he probably 
still had his publication office in Apalachicola. Soon afterward the two papers were 
merged, if indeed the old journal was not permanently suspended before the new one 
appeared. 


Sometime before March 10, 1836, the “Telegraph” was moved to St. Joseph. 
Westcott and his superiors were extremely energetic in advertising the town and, it must 
be admitted, their rival, the Apalachicola Land Company, was just as industrious in 
decrying it, with the result that every Florida newspaper of the period and many in 
adjacent states were filled with material relating to the enterprise. So many 
communications poured in to the editor of “The Floridian” of Tallahassee that he gave 
notice that he would publish no articles about Apalachicola and St. Joseph except as paid 
advertisements. Before the end of July, Westcott was superseded by Peter W. Gautier, Jr., 
a man whose name was destined to become so closely allied with St. Joseph that 
whenever people spoke of one they also thought of the other. 


Gautier was the best stylist among the newspaper men of the territory; he was 
keen, shrewd and decidedly not over-scrupulous. His paper, the name of which he 
changed to the “St. Joseph Times” in November, became the most quoted in Florida, 
chiefly because of his wit and cleverness. 


COUNTY SEAT SOUGHT 


When men of prominence and influence engage in a costly undertaking and enter 
into such bitter rivalries as did the Apalachicola Land Company and the promoters of St. 
Joseph, the scene of action will almost inevitably be transferred at times to the political 
arena. 


The “Saints,” as they were popularly called, immediately attempted to retard the 
development of the old town through legislative enactment. With Representative E. J. 
Wood of Franklin County (which at that time included in its boundaries the two towns) 
taking the lead, a bill was rushed through the Legislative Council of 1836, removing the 
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county seat from Apalachicola to St. Joseph. This was undoubtedly a case of “cast-iron 
nerve” on the part of the “Saints,” for the construction of their town had hardly begun 
at the time when the law was approved on January 17, 1836. 


But alas! Sometimes fortune docs not favor the bold; the national Comgress annulled 
the law. Probably the chief cause of this annulment was the activity of Joseph M. White, 
territorial delegate to Congress and one of the trustees for the Apalachicola Land 
Company, appointed to sell its lands. White did everything in his power to thwart the 
growth of St. Joseph. 


The attempt of 1836 was not the last one to remove the seat of county government 
from Apalachicola. The bill was re-enacted in 1837 with the following caustic preamble: 
“Whereas, the Legislative Council of the Territory of Florida at the last session...upon a 
petition of the inhabitants of Franklin County...enacted and declared the city of St. 
Joseph to be the public site of said county, and whereas, the said Act has been annulled 
by the Congress of the United States, contrary to usage and the local rights of the people 
of Florida; and whereas, a large majority of the citizens of Franklin County at a recent 
election have expressed by vote their preference as to the location of the county seat...” 
The United States Congress apparently remained obdurate, and Apalachicola continued to 
be the seat of government for Franklin County. 


GAUTIER ELECTED DELEGATE 


The next political move was the annual election of a delegate to the Legislative 
Council of the territory. St. Joseph proposed Peter W. Gautier, Jr., while the opponents 


put up Hiram Manley. The former, well-known and popular, was elected, much to the 
consternation of the supporters of the old town. 


However, during the next session of the Council he displayed as much wisdom as 
shrewdness. The two important bills passed by the body which related to St. Joseph were 
in all probability sponsored by him. The first one provided for the formation of a new 
county, to be known as Calhoun, from portions of Franklin, Washington and Jackson 
counties. St. Joseph was chosen as the county seat. It was probably the wisest thing that 
could have been done under the circumstances and was so recognized by the 
Apalachicolians, that the “Apalachicola Gazette” commented thus: “The Legislative 
Council will thus be free (if their powers should prove equal to the task), to legislate 
their city into something like nominal importance, without running foul of our rights and 
interests.” 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION 


The other law mentioned above designated St. Joseph as the meeting place of the 
convention that was to draw up a constitution for Florida. This may be considered the 
greatest political triumph ever won by the “Saints.” In passage of the bill, Gautier’s hand 
appeared more than once. The opposing “Gazette” quoted a letter from him in the issue 
of Feb. 7, saying that the bill was now up for the third reading. On the 19th, after the 
law had passed, the same paper declared: “Says Fizzy to Peter, scratch my back and Pll 
tickle your elbow.” (Fizzy was probably Richard Fitzpatrick, member of the Council 
from Dade County.) Since the proposition suited the fancy of both parties, Peter 
scratched the bank and Fizzy tickled the town. Honors did not come singly to Gautier, 
for almost coincidently he was appointed marshal of the Western District of Florida by 
the United States government. 
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After St. Joseph had been chosen as the convention town, the promoters and 
inhabitants began to make active preparations for the reception of the notables. E. J. 
Wood had charge of the erection of a building in which it was hoped that the meetings 
would be held, although the edifice of the Methodist Episcopal Church was also available. 
Wood’s place, which was called Convention Hall, had its interior walls hung with portraits 
of famous statesmen-that of Washington being placed above the chair of the presiding 
officer and those of contemporary living statesmen on the side walls. 


The energetic Gautier, sensing the importance of the occasion and realizing the 
monetary value of complete reports of the convention, made thorough preparations to 
secure full accounts of the proceedings. He engaged another man to assist him in taking 
notes while the convention was in session. This was the first real reportorial work of any 
magnitude attempted in Florida. The portions of these reports that are still in existence 
form a valuable part of our knowledge of the convention. 


The voters of Calhoun County also showed a wise interest in the approaching event 
by electing as delegates two men who in prestige and ability ranked among the*foremost 
in the gathering of the territory’s representatives. One was William P. Duval, who ‘had 
come to the territory in 1821 as first judge of East Florida and had been governor from 
1822 to 1834. The other was Richard C. Allen. He had been closely associated with St. 
Joseph almost from its beginning, having been one of the directors of the Lake Withico ‘i 
and St. Joseph Canal and Railroad Company as early as 1836. Ses 


EXCITEMENT MOUNTS 


We can imagine the tense excitement of the “Saints” as Monday, Dec. 3, the day set 
for the opening of the convention approached. When the delegates from East and Middle 
Florida arrived on the steamer New Castle from St. Marks, either late on Saturday or 
some time Sunday, the residents of the town knew that the long awaited day was at 
hand. 


When the meeting was called to order at 12 o’clock noon, 46 members were present 
out of a total of 56 on Dec. 3. After a temporary organization had been perfected, one 
of the residents of St. Joseph, the Rev. Peter W. Gautier, opened the convention with 
prayer. Little work was done on ite tet days excent Te examine credentials of the 
members. Then the convention adjourned until the next day, thus giving the delegates 
and inhabitants a further opportunity to get acquainted. 


The “Saints” learned to know some of the most influential men in the history of 
Florida prior to 1870. There were present at least two, probably three, future governors 
of Florida: Robert Raymond Reid, within a year destined to succeed Richard K. Call as 
territorial governor; William Marvin of Key West, who more than 25 years later was 
chosen provisional governor at the close of the Civil War; and Thomas Brown of Leon 
County, probably the same man who was governor of the state from 1849 to 1853. The 
first three United States Senators from Florida were members of the convention: James 
D. Westcott, Jr., David Levy Yulee (his name at this time was David Levy), and Jackson 
Morton. Five of them sat in the Secession Convention, which declared the state no longer 
a member of the Union in January, 1861: John McGehee, who became president of the 
Secession Convention, George T. Ward, Samuel B. Stephens, Jackson Morton and James 
G. Cooper. Another delegate, E. Carrington Cabell, became a Florida Representative in 
Congress. 


At least five members of the future Supreme Court of the State were members of 
the convention: Walker Anderson, Benjamin D. Wright, Thomas Bualtzell, Leslic A. 
Thompson and Albert G. Semmes. 


Not only were the future political and judicial leaders of the state at this gathering, 
but the two greatest newspaper editors of territorial Mlorida were delegates: Benjamin D. 
Wright, the able cditor and publisher of the ‘Pensacola Gazette,” and Cosam Emir 
Bartlett, the clever and kindly leader of the “Apalachicola Gazette.” Another able editor, 
Joshua Knowles of the “Florida Watchman” of Tallahassee, was chosen secretary of the 
convention, but he was not a delegate. 


All in all, it may be truthfully said that never before nor since have so many able 
men been gathered at one time in a Florida town, and that town not even four years old. 


ALLEN SAVES THE DAY 


The convention continued in session eoncnny January—a duration three ,times as long ‘ 
local populace, there were occasions when the attention of almost everyor one was ar tiséd., 
Their delegate, Duval, lost the chairmanship of the convention by one vote to Judge 
Reid, but as a partial compensation for this disappointment he was made chairman of the 
committee on the executive department, and Allen of the committee on the judicial 


~--department. Through all the sessions these two’ men played very prominent parts. 
st i 


During the final days, when the outlook ‘for the successful completion of the 
constitution was very dark, when the convention had come to an apparent stalemate over 
the adoption of the important Article XIII on “Banks and Other Corporations,” after 
long, tedious and acrimonious debates, Allen saved the day on Jan. 5 by proposing the 
14th section of the article, which was immediately adopted by an overwhelming vote. 
With the signing of the completed document on the afternoon of Jan. 11, 1839, St. 
Joseph was assured of a prominent place in the annals of Florida. 


PART II 


We must now retrace our steps and consider the rivalry between the towns of St. 
Joseph and Apalachicola after the Lake Wimico & St. Joseph Railroad began business in 
September, 1836. 


While the preliminary work for the development of St. Joseph as a rival to the 
parent city was being so successfully carried out, the supporters of the latter place were 
not idle. At the beginning of 1836, the Apalachicola Land Company donated $20,000 to 
be used to deepen the western channel and the harbor, thus permitting all vessels to 
come within seven miles of the city and those of a maximum draught of 12 feet to the 
wharves. At the same time the company gave $1,000 to the city for purposes of general 
improvement, and $5,000 to defray the expenses of filling up the hollows and prading 
the streets. In order to counteract the influence of the energetic “St. Joseph Telegraph,” 
the officers of the company financed the establishment of a new paper, the 
“Apalachicola Gazette,” and engaged as editor and ostensible proprietor one of the ablest 
veterans of Georgia journalism, Cosam Emir Bartlett. 
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COMMERCIAL WAR BEGINS 


Consequently, the fall of 1836 found the rivals ready for a bitter commercial war. 
The records for the years 1836 to 1841 are too meager to be entirely satisfactory. The 
outcome of the rivalry in the winter of 1836-37 seems to have been a decided victory for 
the older town, although St. Joseph may have fared better than is apparent. 


Our only source of information is the partisan “Gazette.” According to the 
Apalachicola paper, 18 steamers were plying between that town and Georgia, an increase 
of three or more over the preceding year. The total number of vessels that arrived 
between Nov. 1, 1836, and Jan. 31, 1837, amounted to 115, while during the same time 
in the preceding year the number had been only 48. The malicious “Gazette” announced 
with great glee in its issue of Dec. 31, 1836, that two steamers were aground in the Lake 
Wimico Channel. 


SECOND RAILROAD PLANNED 


The promoters of St. Joseph realized the disadvantages under which they were 
laboring. With a spirit that is not surpassed by any modern business firm who is willing 
to scrap costly machines for more modern ones, they decided to construct a new railroad 
from the town to the Apalachicola River at Tennessee Bluff, where the town of Iola was 
soon to develop. This new road would have two advantages over the old one: the 
treacherous Lake Wimico would be avoided, and the transportation distance between St. 
Joseph and Georgia would be considerably less than between Apalachicola and 
Georgia—Iola being 28 miles from the new town and 70 from the old one—while the Lake 
Wimico route made St. Joseph more distant from the cotton fields than Apalachicola. 


The “Saints” never wasted much time translating their plans into deeds. By the end 
of August, 1837, the “St. Joseph Times” announced that $50,000 had been paid to 
Chaires, the contractor, and that 10 miles of the railroad had been graded and the 
requisite timbers prepared. However, there was no possibility of completion of the work 
for the season of 1837-38. 


The Apalachicolians, not to be outdone by their rivals, had planned an ambitious 
building program. The “Gazette” announced in March that there were now completed or 
in the process of construction 2,000 feet of continuous brick stores on Water Street—each 
three stories high and 80 feet deep. 


The second season of commercial competition between the cities, the winter of 
1837-38, found Apalachicola retaining her supremacy, although her rival’s efforts to 
divert trade were much more successful now than in in the preceding year. 


While the “Saints” were exporting more than 30,000 bales of cotton, the total 
shipped by the older town exceeded 50,000. St. Joseph was undoubtedly making inroads 
upon Apalachicola’s prosperity, but in doing so the railroad company was compelled to 
lower its freight rates to such an extent that the income was barely sufficient to meet 
Operating expenses, and no dividends could be declared on the original investment. The 
question seemed to be which town would be willing to endure the cutthroat competition 


the longer.

HIGHWAY COMPLETED 


During this season and the following summer, the construction of the railroad to 
lola progressed so that there was hope of its completion by September. This, however, 
was not realized and the town was compelled to wait a year longer. 


The inhabitants succeeded in obtaining a new outlet in May or June, 1838, when a 
highway was completed from Georgia through Marianna and St. Joseph to Apalachicola. 
As the “Times” said: “One of the great obstacles to the prosperity of our place was its 
difficulty of access by land. This is now removed, and we already find the advantages 
from it in the market carts and pleasure parties which impart substantial comfort and 
gaiety to our city.” The town had the additional satisfaction of knowing that 
Apalachicola had been outwitted, for the road as at first projected by the national 
government was to run to that city without touching St. Joseph. 


The town was undoubtedly increasing in population, but one must not imagine that 
it was very big. The results of an official census held in the spring of 1838 showed that 
Calhoun County had a population of only 1,645, of which 532 were colored. There were 
only 260 voters in the county. Franklin County had, in the same census, 1,890 white 
inhabitants, 176 colored people and 262 voters. 


Thus supposing a more rapid increase in the population of St. Joseph, we may 
believe that the towns were about equal in size as the third season of competition, the 
winter of 1838-39, approached. Unfortunately, complete statistics for this season are not 
available. Apalachicola’s exports decreased so that only three-fourths as many bales of 
cotton were shipped as the year before. It is believed that St. Joseph’s trade decreased 
proportionately, for there is no suggestion anywhere that the city scored a great 


commercial victory. 


CANAL PROPOSED 


During this winter the work on the St. Joseph and Iola Railroad was pushed steadily 
on. It was completed sometime during 1839. Although the exact date of the opening 
cannot be ascertained, it was probably as late as October, for the advertisement appearing 
in the “Times,” announcing its opening, was dated Oct. 28, 1839. 


Even before completion of the railroad, the restless ‘‘Saints” were turning to a new 
project, or rather to an old one of 1835, the construction of a canal from Lake Wimico 
to the bay. The vigilant “Gazette” of Feb. 2 announced the project in these terms: “Our 
friends of St. Joseph have already become convinced that the new railroad to Iola will 
not answer their purpose. It is about to share the fate.of the old road to the Depot being 
thrown by in disgust. They now talk of beginning anew, and digging a canal from their 
bay to the Apalachicola River.” This canal was presumably never begun. 


DEATH BLOW FELT 


The population seems to have been increasing at this time. The number of voters 
who expressed their preference at the constitutional election of May, 1839, amounted to 
23 more than were enumerated in the census of the preceding year and about 70 more 
than went to the polls in the same election in Apalachicola. 
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During the fourth season of competition, the winter of 1839-40, a new locomotive 
was put into operation on the Iola Railroad, This was the last big investment made by 
the “Saints” so far as we know. The lion’s share of the bumper cotton crop of the season 
was shipped from Apalachicola. Of the almost 105,000 bales exported from this region, 
72,232 bales were sent from the wharves of the older city. 


The results of this year’s rivalry were the death blow to St. Joseph’s aspirations for 
commercial supremacy. Much wealth had been lavishly spent by the promoters in laying 
out the city, in erecting warehouses and wharves on the bay, on Lake Wimico and on the 
river of [ola, in constructing 36 miles of railroad, in purchasing at least three locomotives 
and in dredging the bay and the lake. A long continued and able campaign of publicity 
had been conducted. All political wire-pulling that was humanly possible had been 
attempted. Inducements to settlers and businessmen had been made with unusual 
far-sightedness. Churches, schools, well-kept public houses with ice-cold drinks and a good 
race track had been established. It may be safely said that the founders of St. Joseph had 
done practically everything possible to make their venture a success, but all in vain. The 
handicaps of nature proved too great. 


The financial resources of the “Saints” were about exhausted and the heyday of. 


their strongest allies, the banks, had long since passed. New causes of worry were 
beginning to disturb both cities. The Western Georgia cotton belt was about to be 
connected with the Atlantic Coast by rail, and the river above the Florida boundary was 
no longer as navigable as it had formerly been. 


St. Joseph approached its fifth and last commercial season in an almost hopeless 
frame of mind. There was one little item of cheering news. The opening of a new 
passenger route from Charleston, S. C., to Mobile and New Orleans by way of the town 
was announced for October, 1840. This would bring transient visitors to the place every 
second day from the populous Atlantic Seacoast and might be the forerunner of better 
things. 


CITY TO BECOME RESORT AREA 


What hope could the future now hold for the settlers and property holders of the 
town? Many had invested in real estate, and numbers of people had built their homes 
here. The commerce of the place would not be sufficient to support the inhabitants. 
Apparently a decision was reached to encourage summer visitors and thus make the city 
an early resort for Middle Florida. This seemed to be an easy task, since the bay had 
always been noted for its beauty and its cooling sea breezes, and its climate was reputed 
to be the healthiest in the South. Hence we find gathered here in the summer of 1841 
some of the leading people of the territory. St. Joseph had laid aside its role as a 
commercial metropolis and appeared as an attractive pleasure resort. 


DEATH ANGEL STRIKES 


However, all hopes were soon to be utterly crushed. “For the angel of death spread 
his wings on the blast; And the eyes of the sleepers wax’d deadly and chill.” 


This summer will always be remembered in the traditions of Florida as the time 


when the dread scourge, yellow fever, reached its most malignant form in the annals of 
the territory. St. Joseph was hit hard.

Other places, notably Apalachicola, had as high a mortality, but in no other town 
were so many eminent inhabitants stricken. 


The wife of former Governor Duval succumbed on July 14, The fever seemed to 
single out for its victims the representatives to the St. Joseph Constitutional Convention 
of 1838. The other Calhoun County delegate, Richard C. Allen, and the wife and sister 
of George T. Ward, Leon County delegate, passed away. The publishers and their relatives 
were also targets of the deadly epidemic. Joseph B. Webb, proprictor of the “Florida 
Journal,” which had succeeded the “Apalachicola Gazette,” caught the disease in St. 
Joseph and died before he reached home. Dr. E. R. Gibson, who had been associate 
editor of the “United States Telegraph” of Washington, D. C., also fell before the 
onslaughts of the destroyer. Samuel S. Sibley, the former editor of “The Floridian,” who 
had just moved to St. Joseph, lost his wife in the great epidemic. 


With high and low, free and slave thus relentlessly mowed down, it occasions no 
surprise to learn that people fled from the dangerous vicinity. Very few ships entered or 
left the beautiful bay. The town was practically isolated and almost depopulated, so that 
only 500 people were left on Aug. 25. According to one report, no physician remained in 
the place. 


The newspapers of both Apalachicola and St. Joseph suspended publication—the 
former temporarily and the latter permanently. As if nature wanted to emphasize her 
abhorrence of the place, a severe gale swept down upon it in September. Details of its 
violence and the damage wrought are entirely lacking, although the storm is mentioned 
by some of the Florida papers. 


GLORY GONE FOREVER 


When the cooler weather of the autumn months at last checked the devastation of 
the plague, life and business in the old town assumed its normal aspect, but the glory and 
prosperity of St. Joseph were gone forever. The most remarkable result of the calamity, 
besides the complete ruin of the town, was the tradition that gradually developed that 
the gallant city had been a place of utter wickedness. 


One can guess how the legend arose. Here there had been a flourishing place which 
had been crushed in a most striking manner, as if by divine wrath. The superficial 
analogy of Sodom and Gomorrah and other wicked Biblical cities was so apparent that 
the temptation to use St. Joseph as an object lesson to worldly-minded, 
amusement-loving persons could not be resisted. However, the town did not deserve the 
appellation of “the wickedest place in the United States” any more than other cities 


along the Gulf Coast. 


It had its race track and its public houses where alcoholic liquors were imbibed in 
quantities and the sailors coming from all quarters gave it a rough element, but there is 
absolutely no evidence that it was in any way abnormal in this respect. In fact, all 
contemporary accounts praise the industry and liberality of its inhabitants. Some of the 
most cultured people of the lower South lived here, and long afterwards one of them, the 
mother of R. J. Moses, wrote the following in an almost mystical strain: “St. Joseph in 
ruins is more dear to my heart than any spot of more worldly grandcur, so peaceful, so 
healthful, it seems as if its very repose led me nearer to my God, so free from 
conventionalities and restraints, so gloriously stamped by the finger of God.” 
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TOWN DESERTED 


After the final tragedy, real estate values naturally collapsed. The inhabitants could 
not meet their financial obligations, and the banks were compelled to foreclose the 
mortgages. But the mortgages were practically worthless, since real estate had depreciated 
so much in value, with the result that the struggling Union Bank alone lost $150,000. 
The banks confiscated all slaves belonging to the unfortunates, as well as their land. 


Some of the inhabitants, seeing complete poverty staring them in the face, took 
their movable property, including the colored people, and attempted to escape to Texas, 
which did not as yet belong to the United States. 


Hardly any records of St. Joseph for the year 1842 have survived. The “Florida 
Journal” of Apalachicola in its issue of May 21, 1842, said: “St. Joseph with her 
artificial resources and beautiful Bay, has sunk into an everlasting commercial sleep.” Of 


course, the railroads went bankrupt, and sometime during this year or the one ~ 


immediately following, the rails were removed to be used to build a road in Georgia. 


ST. JOSEPH IS DISMANTLED 


The dismantling of the town occurred in 1843. The residents of Apalachicola bought 
the deserted houses, tore them down, shipped them by water to their city and erected 
them there. Issue after issue of “The Commerical Advertiser” announced the arrival of 
vessels laden with building material from the dying town. The most interesting item is 
found in the issue of Aug. 12, 1843: “The schooner Phrenologist arrived at our port 
from St. Joseph on Tuesday last, bringing part of a large house, about to be erected on 
the corner of Commerce and Center streets by our enterprising citizen, Capt. H. F. 
Simmons. This building was formerly used as a hotel in St. Joseph in her palmy days, but 
will soon be helping swell the tide of prosperity for Apalachicola. This bringing homes 
from St. Joseph and erecting them here seems to be the work of magic ‘Adzakly’.” 


Nobody knows when St. Joseph became a real “Deserted Village,” when only “yon 
widowed solitary thing” was left, as “‘the sad historian of the pensive plain.” It is certain 
that everything of value was gradually removed. Even the chimneys were_torn down 
during the War Between the States to make vats for evaporating salt. ; 


Thus, at last, practically nothing except the cemetery was left of the ‘little.city 
whose inhabitants had so bravely and with such bold enterprise defied nature and man in 
unequal competition. # 
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GAUTIER, JOSIE

In every community, there are people who 
work hard to bring local folklore and 
phenomena of nature to wider recognition. 
Such a person is Josie Gautier, who devoted 


- many years to ‘‘putting Gautier, MS on the 


map’ to use her own words. Her efforts 
involved pottery, ceramics, music, amd the 
legends, flora and fawna of this area. 
Josephine Gautier (shortened to Josie) was 
the tenth child of Walter and Emily 
Donovan Gautier, born in 1899. She is a 
granddaughter of Fernando Upton Gautier 
and Theresa Fayard Gautier. Josie showed 
an early interest in music, and loved to play 
the music of Stephen Collins Foster on the 
piano. Josie was very close to her parents, 
and looked after them in their later years. 
Twice married (first to Lester Winterton, 
a civil engineer, and later to Verne Barnes, 
first director of the Jackson County 
Chamber of Commerce) and divorced, Josie 
found herself without any close family or 
means of support in the late 1940s, and 
literally pulled herself up by the boot-straps 
by starting life over again in 1949 at age 50. 
Always a bright and enterprising woman, 
Josie decided to make herself an advocate 
of the Gautier area, and capitalized upon the 
legends, flora and fawna of the area. She 
took a “crash course’ in ceramics and 
started her Singing River Pottery, where she 
made and sold ceramic replicas of the fish, 
crabs, oyster shells, magnolia blossoms and 
other flowers of the Gautier area. She and 
Bess Seeley wrote the “‘official’’ Legend of 
the Singing River (about the extinction of 
the Pascagoula Indians), which was adopted 


by the City of Pascagoula around 1950. Josie 
wrote an eerie musical score “The Singing 
River: The Mysterious Music of the 
Pascagoula,”’ which tells the story of the 
star-crossed Indian lovers, Anola and 
Altama. Perhaps Josie’s greatest musical 
triumph was ‘‘Way Down South in 
Mississippi,” adopted in 1947 as the official 
State Song by Concurrent Resolution #36 of 
the State Legislature. 

Josie turned her home, which she calls the 
Old Walter Gautier Home, into her place of 
business. For over thirty years, tourists 
from around the world visited the Singing 


: River Pottery. There they could see her 


displays of ceramics and shell jewelry, as 
well as original antique furnishings of the 
home, and hear her play her hallmark 
musical, the state song, and the music of the 
Legend of the Singing River. In her dining 
room, there was a large mural depicting the 
Pascagoula Indian tribe of the legend, 
painted by Pearl Elder. Many people left her 
home after the “‘grand tour” with a hanging 
magnolia or a crab paper weight, and 
memories of a charming Southern lady who 
opened her home and her heart to visitors 
who were very rarely strangers. 

Josie Gautier continued to operate her 
Singing River Pottery until past her 80th 
birthday. Advancing years and declining 
health forced her to curtail her activities, but 
she continued working part-time, making 
magnolias and crabs, after she turned over 
her pottery business to her grand-neice, 
Harriet Gautier Portas. 

Josie is completely retired in her 90th year, 
but she wistfully reminisces on her life and 
the people she has known and loved. She 
continues to live at the Walter Gautier 
home, surrounded by momentos of her 


career and the varied and exciting life she 
has led. 

The parents of Josie were Walter and 
Marie Emily Donovan Gautier. 

Walter Gautier was the second son of 
Fernando Upton Gautier and Theresa 
Fayard Gautier. He was born in 1854 and 
moved to the Gautier area with his parents 
shortly after the War between the States. He 
worked with his father and brothers at the 
Fernando Gautier & Sons Saw Mill. 

Walter married Marie Emily Donovan in 
January 1879 at Our Lady of Victories 
Catholic Church in Pascagoula. He brought 
his bride to a newly completed home on the 
west bank of the Pascagoula River. Marie 
Emily Gautier (born 1859) and Walter raised 
a large family. Their children were as follows: 
Walter Gautier, Jr., born 1879; died 1880; 
Fannie Gautier, born 1881; died 1959, she 
married John Ray, born 1884, died 1952; 
James Gautier, born 1884, he married 
Mattie Riggles, born 1896; Flora Gautier, 
born 1886, died 1891; Celeste Gautier, born 
1890, she married P.T. Vaughn, born 1883, 
died 1951; Pearl Gautier, born 1890, she mar- 
ried George Hague, born 1891; Henry 
Gautier, born 1892, married Archie Quinn, 
born 1896; Hermes F. Gautier, born 1894, 
he married Hattie Quinn, born 1894; Lillian 
Gautier, born 1897, she married Harry 
Clark, born 1894; Josephine Gautier, born 
1899; Ruby Gautier, born 1902, she married 
Charles Clark, born 1882. 

- Walter and Emily Gautier enjoyed family 
life, and lived to see many grandchildren. 
Emily died in 1989, and Walter in 1940. 
They are buried side by side at the Gautier 
Cemetery in a family plot.

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Stephen R. Thompson 
Stephen R. Thompson (1840-1925) was born at Ocean Springs. After the Civil War he 
became a resident of Scranton-Pascagoula where he became a successful merchant and 
public servant. Thompson was an incorporator of Scranton and served as its first mayor. 
He also assisted in the founding of the Pascagoula Central Fire Company and donated the 
bell that utilized by the firehouse. During the War of the Rebellion, in which he served as 
a Lieutenant and Captain with Company A, The Live Oak Rifles, of the 3™ Mississippi 
Regiment, $.R. Thompson was captured at the Battle of Franklin, Tennessee and sent to 
Johnson’s Island in Lake Erie for nine months as a POW. (The Pascagoula Chronicle- 
Star, August 21, 1925)

l ier (1849-pre-1910), the daughter of 
Fernando Upton Gautier (1822-1891) and Theres F "Fayard (1828-1911). Their known 
children were: George R. Thompson, Lorena T. Hewitt, Albert "Pat" Gautier Thompson 
(1872-1956), Laura T. Mercer Sweeten, Edna R. Pitcher, Theodosia Thompson Phelps 
(1876-1925+), and Stella Thompson (1886-1900+). In 1900, the family resided on 
Pascagoula Street. (1900 JXCO, Ms. Federal Census T623 812, p. 3B. ED 42 and The 
Pascagoula Chronicle-Star, August 21, 1925) 
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In May 1884, Stephen R. Thompson applied to the JXCO, Mississippi Board of Police 
for a license to sell liquor at Scranton (Pascagoula). (IXCO, Ms. Board of Supervisors 
Minute Bk. 2, p. 30) 

By 1900, he was a carpenter who later became a furniture merchant. As early as April 
1904, Thompson was in the furniture and household goods business, as he probably had 
acquired the Scranton Furniture Company earlier. (JXCO, Ms. Archives-Pascagoula- 
Scranton, "Letterheads and Billings" File provided by Betty C. Rodgers) 

Stephen R. Thompson served the citizens of Jackson County as their Beat 3 
representative on the Board of Supervisors. His terms in this office were from 1880-1884 
and 1904-1908. (Cain, Vol. I, 1983, p. 14) 

Stephen R. Thompson’s life ended on a sad note. In 1922, he brought litigation 
against two of his daughters, Laura Thompson Mercer Sweeten of Birmingham, Alabama 
and Edna R. Pitcher of 8001 St. Charles Avenue, New Orleans. He alleged that during the 
great conflagration which struck a large portion of the City of Pascagoula on June 19, 
1921, that his home and several of his building were destroyed. His health and eyesight 
which were already poor became further damaged due to the exertion he suffered while 
fighting the blaze to salvage his personal property. After the fire, Edna R. Pitcher invited 
him to her home at New Orleans. While there, he fell and was taken to Charity Hospital 
for his injuries. Due to the intense pain that he was suffering, opiates were given to him 
for some time. Mr. Thompson further averred that his daughters took advantage of his 
poor health and mental state as well as his affection for them and deceived him into 
deeding to them all of his properties in Jackson County, Mississippi. After illicitly 
obtaining his lands, they had him admitted to the Old Confederate Soldiers Home at 
Beauvoir, west of Biloxi. The judgment was in favor of the defendants. (IXCO, Ms. 
Chancery Court Cause No. 4277-July1922) 

Mayor Thompson expired in mid-August 1925, at the King’s Daughters Hospital at 
Gulfport, Mississippi, where he had been taken for medical treatment from his residency 
at Beauvoir. His corporal remains were sent to the Carrolton Cemetery at New Orleans 
for burial with those of his wife, who had passed on several years earlier.(7he 
Pascagoula Chronicle-Star, August 21, 1925) 

In August 1912, Stephen R. Thompson of Jackson County, Mississippi and Mrs. F. 
Henrietta Follain or Follane, nee Thompson, of St. Tammany Parish, Louisiana sold for 
$3625, their Bayou Puerto lands, US Lot 6 and US Lot 7, Section 13, T7S-R9W, 
excepting 15 acres in the SE/C of Lot 7, to John Duncan Minor (1863-1920). The land 
conveyed to Minor contained 145 acres more or less. (IXCO, Ms. Land Deed Bk. 38, pp. 
452-453)

For over thirty years, tourists from around the world 
visited the Singing River Pottery. There they could see her displays of ceramics and shell jewelry, as well as 
original antique furnishings of the home, and hear her play her hallmark musical, the state song, and the music 
of 'The Legend of the Singing River’ (co-written with Bess Seeley)... Many people left her home after the 'grand 
tour’ with a hanging magnolia or a crab paper weight, and memories of a charming Southern lady who opened 


her home and her heart to visitors who were very rarely strangers." 


Miss Josie continued to operate the pottery 
past her 80th birthday and when advancing 
years slowed her down she continued to work 
part-time until she turned the business over 
to her great-niece, Harriet Gautier Portas. 


The tenth child of Walter and Marie Emily 
Donavan Gautier, she was twice married, first 
to Lester Winterton, a civil engineer, and 
later to Barnes, the first director of the 


Jackson County Chamber. 


An editorial in "The Mississippi Press" 
eulogized her and concluded: "Miss Josie was 
a super saleswoman for Gautier and Jackson 


County."

Getting Pascagoula’s Old Spanish 
Fort established as a national museum 
has been one of her proudest accom- 
plishments. Restoring, managing and 
promoting the fort have filled her 
tours and days these past 28 years. 

The direction of the fort was a legacy 
from her sister, tne late Mrs. nae 


(Hermes) Gautier. ‘‘The American 
Legion had occupied the fort until 
about 1948 or 1949,’” Mrs. Gautier 
recalled. ‘When the Legion moved to 
Market Street, Hattie, Vincent Ros, 
the late Dr. S. B. MclIlwain and Mrs. 
MclIlwain, George B. Hague, and the 
late Mr, Stratton of Lake Avenue met 
and decided to make the fort a tourist 
attraction. Others through the Jack- 
son County Historical Society, who 
helped in the restoration were the late 
Mr. T. R. Wells, the late Judge Heidel- 
berg, the late Mr. J. A. Stafford and 
Joiner Haltom Jr.

Mrs. Gautier received no salary for 
this work, a work she carried on until 
this April when she suffered a stroke. 
Though she is unable to be physically 
at the fort during her convalescence, 
she spends many hours each day hand- 
ling fort correspondence. Postage is 
from her own pocketbook. 


The preservation of the fort was me ~ 


assured when Mrs. Gautier succeeded 


in getting the outpost listed in the U.S. -- - 


Directory of Museums. She has writ- 
ten to various experts throughout the 
‘country in an effort to identify and. 
classify various objects which have 
‘been donated to the museum. She 
joined the Nationa! Historical Society 
so that the fort would be listed in the 
society’s Yellow Book. 

But the forst, as important as it is 
to her, has only filled a part of her life. 
She is responsible for organizing or 
helping organize many of Pas- 
cagoula’s and Jackson County’s active 


organizations. ‘If there’s anything I: 


don’t belong to, let me know,” she said. 


“If it doesn’t exist, I'll organize it.” 
Friends point out that Mrs. Gautier is 
more than just a joiner or organizer. 
She’s a worker. ‘I’m a joiner alright,” 
she added, ‘‘but I work in everything 
I’m in.”

Huge hammerhead 
shark harpooned 


By GARY HOLLAND 
Several weeks ago Rotarians Bill 
Rogers and Mike Heidelberg showed 
off some mounted tarpon which they 
had landed down in Florida. 


A color slide presentation on tarpon 


fishing brought out the fish tales from 
many Rotarians. 

Quinn Gautier brought up a “‘real’’ 
fish tale and later backed it up with 
pictures. He pointed out that his 
grandfather helped to harpoon a ham- 
merhead shark that had a tarpon 
almost the size of the Rogers- 
Heidelberg catch inside its stomach. 
Gautier got pictures from his aunt, 
Miss Josie Gautier, showing off the 12- 


foot, 9-inch hammerhead shark and 


the 4-foot, 10-inch silver fish, or tarpon 


as.it is known now. 


-The story, according to Gautier, 


goes like this: 


On Aug. 28, 1917, the | late Henry 


Gautier and Wallace: Gautier 
(brothers) heard that a big fish was 


stirring up the water off Bayou 
| Graveline out front on the coast. 


Wallace operated the boat, ‘‘The 
and Henry handled a 


- smaller fish in half. The shark then 


swallowed both halves of the fish. 

Henry Gautier apparently sank the 
big harpoon just behind the bigs shark’s 
head. 

After they got the harpoon set they 
apparently drowned the shark by pul- . 
ling it backwards with their boat. They 
harpooned the snakes in about 5-6 feet 
of water. wa 

The paupeaiuanil measuring more> 
than 12 feet, had a measurement of . 
three feet from eye to eye. The eyes © 
are on each side of the protruding 


. hammer. 


“It took five men and Uncle Hehoy! 8 
old Ford touring car to pull the shark 
ashore,’’ according to Quinn Gautier. 

They had no way of weighing the 
shark, but they pulled it up on a winch 
on a tree at what is now known as the 
old Wallace Quinn home on the beach 
in Gautier. 

They cut open the shark and found 
the tarpon; which was in two pieces. 

“When I was a kid, tarpon or silver 
fish were very common,”’ said Quinn 
Gautier. ‘‘In August you could go out 


‘in West River and hook five or six in 


an afternoon. , 

“They were hard to land,” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘As soon as they took the bait 
they would come up eight feet out 
of the water and shake off the hook. 

“Tf you could hook two out of ten, 
you were doing good.” 

He also noted that harpooning used 
to be a major sport. 

“Bob Ford and I used to go out to 
Horn Island and harpoon manta rays, 
or devil fish,’’ Gautier said. ‘‘Some 


were as big as 17 feet across the wing- - us 


tip.” 

He noted that neither the manta ray 
nor the tarpon are good to eat. 

Gautier called tarpon the king of 
sports fishing. ‘‘Nobody eats them; 
they’re just game fish.”’ 

Gautier said the hammerhead 
sharks get as long as 30 feet. ‘‘The 
hammerhead is a very vicious shark,” 


. he said. ‘‘They have been known to Z

"How the hell am | 
going to make this happen", | remember think- 
ing as Erickson and | drove around the multi- 
tude of piers on the naval base in the Montrose 
standard issue gray station wagon looking for 
the Captain Gautier carrying ship. The Subic 
Bay " Base Operations Center" was of no assis- 
tance in helping us narrow down where the 
ship was to arrive. We finally, by asking a lot of 
questions, thought we had learned where the 
ship was to tie up and parked the vehicle at an 
easily accessed spot for the "pick up". We 
waited and waited... no ship...kept on waiting 
and finally discovered that the ship we needed 
to meet had just tied up at the other end of the 
base. "Great", | thought, "the new CO will be 
on the pier cooling his heels while the ' 
Greeting Party' is roaming the naval base try- 
ing to find him. Great first impression!" Find 
him we finally did as he was walking down the 
gangway of the ship. | apologized to him that 
Erickson and | weren't standing by for him as 
the ship tied up: He very quickly put us both at 
ease with a warm smile, a Snappy return salute 
and the command to get him to the USS 
Montrose.

| notified the Captain and my notification was 
met with a "Thank You". The next thing | heard 
about the "cleaning" was a call from the 
Captain ordering me to meet him in the bilge 
area immediately after being relieved from my 
watch. 


| met him as instructed. Captain Gautier put 
his hand in the bilge and it emerged covered 
with "muck" of the type that | told him had 
been removed! | felt like crawling into the bilge 
not because of what Captain Gautier said-for 
he said very little, his facial expression taking 
the place of words-but rather because it was 
apparent that | hadn't followed through to 
make sure what | said was the case was in 
fact correct. (Cleaning had been done but ina 
less than thorough and "ship shape" way.) It 
was a lesson that has indelibly impacted my 
management style in a wide variety of profes- 
sional endeavors over the past 30 years!

Ingalls Building For United States Navy; 
Launching Set Armed Forces Day 


The submarine became a 
southern product when one of 
its developers, Horace Huntley, 
launched a_ football-shaped, 
hand powered under-water 
warship into Mobile Bay dur- 
ing the war between the States. 


However, as the vessel be- 
came water borne,at the foot of 
Government Street, none of its 
crew, builders or its inventor, 
then realized that from that 
day until May 16, 1959, almost 
a century later, a submarine 
would not again be launched on 
the Gulf, Coast. 


On May 16th the first. sub- 
marine built in this area since 
Huntley’s crude production will 
slip into Gulf waters from an 
Ingalls Building ways. It will 
be the Blueback, a convention- 
al diesel-electric . submersible 
for the United States Navy. 


The launching took on more 
significance this week when 
the Commander, Submarine 
Forces, US Atlantic Fleet, an- 
nounced from . New |. London, 
Conn., that the Blueback’s 
prospective officer will be from 
Pascagoula. 


He is LCDR Robert H. 
Gautier, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry W, Gautier of 641 Co- 
lumbus Drive, and he was born 
and reared on this section of 
the Gulf Coast. Scheduled to 
arrive here next week to super- 
vise the final fitting out of his 
submarine, he and his family 
will reside at 601 Roosevelt 
Street. 


Lt. Cmdr. Gautier is pre- 
sently serving as commanding 
officer of the fleet-type sub- 
marine Conger, a unit of Sub- 
marine Squadron Two, based 
at New London. 


A graduate of Pascagoula 
High School, he also attended 
Marion Institute, Marion, Ala. 
before entering the US Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, Md., 
where he graduated in 1945 
with a bachelor of science de- 
gree and commissioned as US 
Navy ensign 


His first duty station was on 
board the destroyer Gansevoort 
where he served as assistant 
gunnery officer.

obert Henry Gautier, of Pascagoula, 
Mississippi was born June 29, 1923, son of 
F Henry and Archie Quinn Gautier. He attended 


Pascagoula High School and Marion Military 
Institute, Marion, Alabama, prior to entering the U.S. 
Naval academy in June 1942. Graduated with the 
class of 1946, on June 6, 1945 (accelerated course 
due to World War Il). He was commissioned Ensign 
and subsequently advanced to the rank of Captain and 
retired with 30 years of service in June 1975. 


After graduation he served on USS Gansevoort 
(DD608), USS Fieberling (DEG40) and USS Halfbreak 
(SS352) prior to attending submarine school in 1948. 
Following graduation he served on USS Tilefish 
(SS307), and was qualified for submarines, receiving 
his “Dolphins” in February 1950. He was later 
assigned as flag lieutenant and aide to Commander 
Submarine Force U.S. Pacific Fleet. He then served in 


the commissioning crew of the new construction sub- 
marine USS Tang (SS563) in the engineering and oper- 
ations department. In June 1953 he was designated 
for command of submarines. He was assigned as 
Assistant Material Officer on the staff of Commander 
Submarine Force, US Pacific Fleet. 


In June 1954 he reported to the Fleet Maintenance 
Division (submarines), Office of the Chief on Naval 
Operations. Returning to sea duty in June 1956 he 
served as Executive Officer USS Trout (SS566) and 
then commanded USS Conger (SS477). In April 1959, 
he reported to his hometown, Pascagoula, Mississippi 
as Commanding Officer, USS Blueback (SS581). This 
was the first submarine built at Ingalls Shipyard and the 
first submarine built in the South since the Civil War. He 
commanded Blueback during final construction, com- . 
missioning, and made the first operational deployment, 
including the first patrol in the Western Pacific. 
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He was relieved in August 1961 and then attended 
the Armed Forces Staff College, Norfolk, VA. After 
graduation he was assigned duty in the Inquiry and 
Liaison Division, Office of Legislative affairs in the 
Office of the Chief of Naval Operations. 


In August 1964 he reported as Plans and Operations 
Officer, Staff of Commandeer Submarine Flotilla One, 
San Diego, CA. He then was Commander Submarine 
Division Fifty-three from June 1965 to June 1966. He 
then served as Chief Staff Officer to Commander 
Submarine Flotilla One. 


He relieved as Captain, USS Montrose (APA212) in 
June 1967 in the Philippines, returned to San Diego, 
and later deployed to the Western Pacific. He was 
relieved in Vietnam, December 1968 and awarded the 
Bronze Star Medal with Combat “V.” 


He relieved as Commander Submarine Development 
Group One, in San Diego, CA in January 1969. During 
this tour he deployed to the Azores Islands, Atlantic 
Ocean as Commander Task Unit 42.2.1 (The on-scene 
operational commander for the at-sea operations of 
USS Scorpion (SSN589) Search Phase II). Using DSV 
Trieste Il on nine successful dives to a depth exceed- 
ing 10,000 feet, Scorpion was located, photographed 
and selected items were recovered. He was awarded 
the Meritorious Service Medal for this operation. He 
was relieved in January 1971, and awarded his sec- 
ond Meritorious Service Medal. 


He was commander Amphibious Squadron Six, 
Norfolk, VA from March 1971 to August 1972. In this 
tour he made operational deployments to the

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V-J Day 60th Anniversary remembered 


By JOHN SURRATT 
The Mississippi Press 

PASCAGOULA — The bands and 
tumultuous celebrations for V-J day 
were missing when Donovan Gautier 
and his comrades at Fukuoka No. 17 
learned that Japan surrendered. 

But the news meant more to them 
than anyone could ever imagine. 

“It was overwhelming ... it was like 
someone had lifted a 20-story building 
off my shoulders,” said Gautier, a Moss 
Point native who now lives in St. 
Andrews, on the eve of the 60th 
anniversary of V-J day on Aug. 15. 
“After four years of fighting, it was over. 
No one would be shooting at anyone 
any more.” 

Gautier is a survivor of the infa- 
mous Bataan Death March, the 65- 
mile march that thousands of American 
and Filipino soldiers made after the 
surrender of the Bataan Peninsula in 
the Philippines in April 1942. 

“You know, it’s hard to tell some- 
body how you felt during that time, 
because there’s no way to put it into 
words they would understand,” Gau- 
tier said. “The only way is to tell them 
what happened and hope that people 
will remember and keep telling our 
story.”

Gautier was a member of the U.S. 
Army Air Corps’ 27th Bombardment 
Group when he arrived in the Philip- 
pines before World War II. The unit 
was later transformed into a provi- 
sional infantry battalion and sent to 
the front lines in the battle for Bataan 
after Japan invaded the island chain on

Dec. 8, 1941. 

“We stayed on the front lines for 99 
straight days,” he said. “We had prob- 
lems. We were not an infantry unit, so 
we did not know infantry tactics.” 

Gautier said the Japanese overran 
his unit on April 6, 1942, and he and 
other members decided to make their 
way to the American island fortress of 


“Corregidor in the middle ‘of Manila Bay. 


“Five of us started out for Mariveles 
and I lost four men in the jungle,” he 
said, “When I got to the National High- 
way, there were two MPs (military 
police) to my left and they were all 
dressed up. They called to me, ‘Hey, 
soldier? and motioned me over. They 
said they had orders to send all sol- 


Bl dices back to the front lines and 1 eould- 


n'‘t tell them that the front lines were 
where I had just been.” 

When a Japanese machine gun 
opened fire on the group, he said, the 
MPs disappeared and he made his way 
to Mariveles. 

It was while he was waiting at 
Mariveles that Gen. Edward P. King, 
the Allied commander on Bataan, sur- 
rendered the peninsula to the Japanese. 

The Bataan Death march, from San 
Fernando to Camp O’Donnel where

held, began April 10, 1942. 

It was a trek that would claim 
the lives of many American and 
Filipino soldiers.

The prison camps were just 
as bad. Gautier said 75 to 100 
Americans died daily at O’Don- 
nell. 

After arriving at Camp 
O’Donnell, Gautier and a buddy

~ sent to Camp John Hay at 
Baguio in the mountainous 
region of Japan, where he stayed 
for two years before being trans- 
ferred to the prison camp at 
Cabanatuan. 

“About April or May of 1944, 
the first thing they did was put 
out a call for people to go to 
Japan,” he said. “They told you 
how much better the living auar- 


“We couldn’t figure out what 
was going on, but we were chow- 
ing down, we were eating,” Gau- 
tier said. “It made a lot of guys 
awful sick, because they were 
not used to that food.” 

The next morning, he said, 
the Japanese were gone. Even- 
tually, one of the prisoners 
opened the gate to the camp and 
looked out. 

“Somebody said, ‘there are 
Japs coming up the mine road.’ 
There was mine commander, 
interpreter and a war corre- 
spondent.” 

The correspondent, he said, 
told the POWs that the war was 
over. : 

“He said that the Americans 
had dropped two atomic bombs 
and that’s when I realized what 
that earthquake was that I felt,” 
Gautier said.

Regulating weapons: Start with these steps to curb gun violence

For weeks, letters to this newspaper have demanded action on guns. It began with the Clackamas Town Center 
shooting because we recognized viscerally that we and our loved ones could easily have been in that place at 
that time. Then, following the killings at Sandy Hook Elementary School in Newtown, Conn., the entire nation 
broke forth in grief and frustration that show little sign of diminishing even weeks later.

Ceasefire Oregon. For years, our affiliate, the 
Ceasefire Oregon Education Foundation, 
has collected surplus guns and has educated 
parents to ask about firearms in the homes 
where their children play. In Salem, we at 
Ceasefire Oregon have opposed efforts to weaken gun laws and avoid background checks. But the gun lobby has 


been unfettered for decades, and a lot of damage needs to be reversed. 


We believe you should start here: 


First, immediately ban the sale of oversized ammunition magazines. The ability to shoot hundreds of rounds in 
minutes attracts the deranged like moths to a flame. Make the shooters stop to reload; that's when they can be 


stopped. You may not be able to stop all mass shooters, but you can stop making it easy for them. 


Second, act quickly to make schools as secure as possible. That's not the same as turning them into armed 
camps. Only guns authorized by school districts, under carefully designed security plans, should be permitted. 
Today 150,000 holders of Oregon concealed handgun licenses can take assault-style handguns into our schools. 
They don't need to pass a shooting-skills test or inform the school. Most are good folks, but good folks can also 
get angry, careless or worse. Oregon school districts need the legal right to control guns in their schools. Pass a 


law to do just that on the first day of the legislative session. 


Next, ban the military-style assault weapons designed to kill many people as quickly as possible. These guns 
are usually purchased by law-abiding individuals, but we have no way to ensure they stay in benign hands. In 
the wrong hands, they can slaughter dozens of people in minutes. Some things -- like tigers, rocket launchers 
and anthrax -- are simply too dangerous for private ownership. No one needs military-style assault weapons to 


hunt or defend his home.

Then enact universal background checks to eliminate the 40 percent of gun sales that are transacted without 
knowing whether the purchaser is a felon. Go on to systematically repair the gun safety laws that have been 
undermined, state by state, by the gun lobby. Is it too easy for felons to regain gun rights? Yes. Should we 
continue to allow guns in bars, sports arenas and government buildings? No. Are concealed handgun licenses too 


easy to obtain? Yes. 


We need better gun laws so the lives of innocents -- like the children of Newtown -- are no longer sacrificed on 
the altar of the Second Amendment for the sole purpose of making the gun lobby wealthy. 


And one more thing: Never give up. We won't.

Pascagoula High's top senior of '75 recalls her silent choice

At most South Mississippi schools,

But not at Pascagoula High, where 
students in the top 5 percent of the 
class are eligible to try out to give 
what's called the commencement 
address.

Gautier's speech was earnest and idealistic, much like herself. She 


listened to folk singers Joan Baez and Bob Dylan and hung out with 
the scruffy crowd at school. Yet she was far from radical, a model 
student, in fact, who was bound for Yale University in the fall. 


Her speech quoted from the student handbook, noted that guidance 
counselors were overworked and lobbied for a relaxed dress code. 


She never considered that school principal Jim Milstead might reject 
the speech. But he did, and told her that if she gave it, she'd 
jeopardize the tradition of students giving graduation speeches. 


Milstead is retired now. He said he didn't recall being the one who 
told Gautier she couldn't give her speech. But he did say that the 
overall feeling among school officials was that graduation simply 
wasn't the right place or the right time for a critique of the school. 


Gautier said that she wrote another speech at Milstead's request, but 
didn't believe in what she wrote. 


"It was schlock," she said. "I brought it to him and he said it was 
fine." 


That left Gautier with two options, both of which seemed untenable: 
hurt future students or read a string of platitudes. 


Finally, the afternoon before graduation, she made what she felt was 
the only honorable choice, to not speak at all. 


A few hours later, scared and nervous, Gautier walked up to the 
podium and made her declaration. 


At first, she said, "it was basically this stone silence. Then my brother 
yelled, this typical Southern yell, 'All right Elise,' at which point lots of 
people started clapping. And then some portion of the senior class 
stood up and started clapping."

After the graduation, students turned in their caps and gowns to their 
homeroom teachers. 


Gautier's homeroom teacher was furious with her, recalled classmate 
Terri Ginn Lemon. 


"T felt I was staring right at the generation gap," said Lemon, now a 
registered nurse living in Ocean Springs. "She just didn't understand. 
Of course, now a lot of us are on the other side of the gap trying to 
get our kids to conform." 


Did Gautier seek attention? 


The incident was the talk of the town for days. People wrote letters to 
the local paper debating what Gautier had done. Some thought 
Gautier selfishly sought attention. 


One woman scolded her for her "impudence" and decried the "crude 
and unruly conduct of a few radicals" that marred the ceremony. To 
others, her speech exhibited the courage and independent thinking 
that education is meant to instill. 


At the time, one recent Pascagoula High graduate, inspired by the 
approaching bicentennial, compared her to patriot Patrick Henry. "She 
demonstrated that the spirit of '76 is still alive in '75," he said. 


People wanted to know what was in Gautier's original speech, so she 
sent it to the newspaper, where it was published unabridged. In 
retrospect, said Gautier, it seems tame, scarcely the stuff of 
insurrection. She never dreamed it would start a chain of events that 
changed the way speakers are chosen. 


The school made the switch the very next year, and as the graduation 
of 1975 slipped into town lore, it came to be thought of as the norm. 


Pascagoula Schools Superintendent Hank Bounds said he sees no 
reason to change the policy at this point. "It works really well," he 
said. "I know it's a little different than most high schools, but it has 
stuck and became a tradition." 


Fisher, the 2002 valedictorian, tried out to give the commencement 
speech, which will be based on the class motto of "I am not afraid of 
the future, for I have experienced the past and I love the present." 
But Fisher didn't win. In fact, only one valedictorian in the last five 
years has given the commencement speech. 


Fisher said he wishes Pascagoula High had the same system as other 
schools. 


"I was really disappointed at first, but I accept the school's actions," 
said Fisher, who will be attending Mississippi State on a full 


scholarship in the fall. 


Gautier said she sympathizes with Fisher, but doesn't regret what she

Friends of the Dugger’s, who 
are in this country to obtain their 
Ph.D, in Classical Guitar, Natasha 
and Miroslav Loncar offered to 
bring the spread home to Croatia. 
Miroslav thought his mother 
might be able to fix it. 

So, along with her luggage, and 
many packages containing gifts 
for her family, Natasha Loncar 
brought the spread to Croatia.

Keith Young, city streets manager, said the tree fell at about 8:45 a.m. Thursday and a portion of Graveline 


Road had to be closed for several hours while crews removed the tree from the roadway. 


"We think it was just the three days of wind that knocked it down," Young said. 


Young said the base of the tree was rotten and that probably contributed to its demise. 


Hal Gautier Vaughn, Sr., whose grandfather was Walter Gautier, said he spent summers at the home with his 


grandparents. 


Vaughn, 87, said the tree was named the Emily Gautier Tree after his grandmother and then later renamed the 


Josie Gautier Tree after his aunt. 
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Vaughn added that Gov. Hugh Lawson White recognized the tree as a historical marker in the 1950s. 


Vaughn described his grandfather as a 
compassionate man whom he followed 
everywhere. He said Walter Gautier had 
rental properties in Pascagoula during the 
Great Depression era in the 1930s and 40s. 
Large houses went for $2.50 monthly and 


small homes were $2. 


"During the depression no one had any 
money," Vaughn said. "We'd go out to collect

Walter Gautier was known in the 1920s and 30s to sit under the tree on hot days, sipping lemonade and waving 


to motorists on what was then Spanish Trail Road. That roadway has since become U.S. 90. 


Josie Gautier -- who lived in the house her entire life -- crafted magnolia flower pottery in the late 1940s, which 
was inspired by the tree. Josie Gautier sent the creations to state governors when elected to office. The artwork 


was sold at Singing River Originals, which is still run by the Gautier family. 
Vaughn described seeing the tree mangled in the road as "an old friend dying." 
"It just breaks my heart," Vaughn said. "That tree's been there all my life." 


Aimee Gautier Dugger, who has owned the home with her husband, David, since 1991, said seeing the tree 


spread out in the road was like watching a child die. 
"It's just so heartbreaking," Dugger said. 


Dugger said she and her family stayed in the house during Hurricane Katrina in 2005.

F. Gautier & Sons, West Pascagoula, Miss., are among the 
largest lumber manufacturers of Jackson County (1891), having been 
established there for more then twenty years. 


They started in business with a small capital, erecting a mill 
with a capacity of ten thousand feet per day. When their trade 
demanded it, they increased their capacity to thirty thousand feet 
per day. They employ twenty-two men in the mill and find a ready 
market for all the lumber they manufacture. 


The firm consists of Fernando, the father, and Henry and Walter, 
the sons. 


The father was born at sea, near the island of Juan Fernando, in 
1823, his parents at the time being on a voyage to South America. He 
was reared and educated in New Orleans and after leaving school was 
employed as a clerk in a cottonhouse. For several years he followed 
this occunation, when he removed to Mississippi. 


He erected a small sawmill near Biloxi which he operated until 
after the war. After the conflict was ended. and peace declared, he 
sold out and removed to West Pascagoula, where he has since resided. 


He was united in marriage to Miss Theresa Fayard. They have 
had eleven children born to them, nine of whom are living(1891): 
Henry; Ada, wife of R. Thompson; Walter; Eve, wife of Hon. John 
KM. Pelham; Mina, wife of John O'Donohoes; Emma, wife of Charkes G. 
Johnson; Julia, wife of W. M. Canty; and Eugene and Adam. The 
children were all born in Mississippi. 


Henry was reared and educated in Harrison County near Biloxi. 
He was trained to the lumber business and hes always followed milling. 


The lest year of the Civil War he served in Company C, 
Twenty-Fourth Mississippi battalion, and since the war ended has 
teen in business with his father. 


Henry was married in 1875 to Miss A. Hull of Mobile, Ala. They 
have two children: Louise and Aline.

After researching mayhaw 
trees for about two years, 
Gautier said he decided to get 
into the business of selling trees. 
Most people only think the trees 
will grow in the swamps, said 
Gautier, but once they find out 
differently, some want them for 
ornamental trees and the such. 

Since the first of the year, 
Gautier has sold about 200 trees 
to individuals and nurseries. 
Tree prices range from $5 to $25 
depending upon the age of the 
tree. In Texas, three- to 
four-year-old mayhaw trees sell 
for $50 to $60, Gautier said. 

‘My goal is to produce a lot of 
mayhaw trees and bring prices 
down,”’ Gautier said. ‘‘People 
can’t find the trees and are 
paying high prices for grafted 
trees.”’ 

Presently, Gautier has about 
500 trees and more than 2,800 
seeds for sale. He plans on 
planting about 1,500 trees on 10 
acres of his farm land by 1993. 
He predicts that the mayhaw 
tree industry will grow faster 
than the pecan tree industry, 
since the trees are 
self-pollinating and only one is ‘ ein 
needed for it to bear fruit. : ;

edible ice. At the turn of the twentieth century, both of these commodities 
required home deliveries, which kept the clientele dependent on the same 
company throughout the year. Even so, early ice plants were found only in 
owns with enough population to offer assurance of year-round income. 

Electricity, less common than coal for heating for the general population 
at the turn of the century, was created at ice plants for their own needs from 
he steam- or diesel-powered engines. Throughout the South, the ice plants 
would sell their leftover electric energy to an otherwise powerless city. In 
a twist of events, the Pascagoula Ice & Freezer Company, of Pascagoula, 
ississippi, began its life in 1903 as a power supply business, Electric Light 
& Power Plant, making block ice on the side. 

When the Pascagoula Ice and Freezer plant was built, block ice was still 
pretty much a novelty to most of the coastal community, but as the seafood 


industry grew, so grew the block business. For generations, men had been 
living off the fabulously rich fishing in the warm waters of the Gulf of Mexico. 
Either the families ate the daily catch or they set it over a fire and smoked it dry 
to hold it over for rainy, stormy days. With the advent of block ice, fishermen 
could buy a load, put it in the hull of the ship, fish day and night, staying on the 
trail of a run that would fill up their icy-cold hull. Returning to shore when the 
run ran dry, waiting customers could buy the catch anc! use more block ice in 
their own home refrigerators to store the seafood for deys at a time, no longer 
dependent on having to consume the catch that evening before it spoiled. 
Many ice plants up and down the coast supplied the seafood industry 
but in Pascagoula, the shrimp business took off early and solidly with Mr. 
Hermes Gautier at the helm. He bought the old Electric Light and Power

plant in 1936, when the Great Depression forced the company to sell all five 
of their plants on the Mississippi Gulf Coast. Mr. Gautier really wanted only 
two plants, but he had a strong gut feeling about the shrimp business and its 
potential to bring prosperity to all of Jackson County. He accepted the offer 
for the Long Beach, Biloxi, Bay St. Louis, Picayune and Pascagoula plants, 
where he used block ice to pursue his real dream: the inception of “flash- 
freezing” shrimp to send it across the country and into foreign waters. It was 
a perfect union of ice and seafood. 

Boats would line up along the dock of the Singing River at the edge 
of Pascagoula to have block ice “blown” into their ship hulls. Blocks were 
placed into a chipper, a sawing device that diminished a block into fist-sized 
crumbs within a matter of minutes, three minutes to be precise. A long, six- 
inch diameter hose and motorized fan were connected to the other end. A 
dockworker would aim the hose into the belly of the ship, filling up the hull 
or a one- or two-week trip. If the deck of the boat was hot when the catch 
was brought on board, it required more ice to chill the seafood, shortening 
the boat's stay out at sea. Back on shore, the catch was kept cold with block 
ice as it lay in wait for purchase, set on a bed of crushed ice at the local 
market. If the shrimp was shipped fresh, as far away as the Rocky Mountains, 
more block ice was used. Finally, the seafood was stored in the family icebox 
hat used still more block ice. With such demand for ice, the third-generation 
Gautier business and many other block plants along the Gulf Coast remained 


healthy far longer than inland ice plants. 

A different seafaring industry established in 1938, the Ingalls Shipyard, 
was a good customer for the long-term operation of the Pascagoula ice plant. 
Thousands of outdoor construction workers were constantly parched and

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thirsty for ice-cold water in the heat of the summer, guzzling the stuff like it 
was going out of style. Until the end of 1999 when electric coolers replaced 
water and ice, the Gautier family business supplied ice for all the shipyard’s 
water coolers scattered over one hundred acres. About twenty tons of block 
ice per week in the winter and up to seventy-five tons per week in the summer 
added up to a sieady supply of ice all year ‘round. 

The climate along the Gulf Coasi lent itself to the use of block ice in more 
ways than one. For millenniums, water, wind and sand have intermingled into 
one determined destructive force during the infamous hurricane seasons, 
probably creating the Gulf of Mexico and the Florida Peninsula bite by bite. 
In every hurricane that’s hit the area since 1868, block ice plants have been 
there to help in the recovery. Usually, since the ice plant created its own power 
from generators, it could be the first business up and running immediately 
after the storm had passed, operating days before the city could repair public 
electric lines. The plant would open its doors to a line of people eager to 
preserve what they had in their home iceboxes, in electric refrigerators and 
than modern chipped ice, 
heir food if they could fend 
check if it were still cold in 


in deep freezes. Since block ice lasts much longe 
there was a good chance people could preserve 
off the temptation to open the appliance door and 
there, the answer changing with each second the door stayed open. 

Ice was a necessity for many businesses in the event of a hurricane: 


hotels all needed ice. The 


hospitals, emergency workers, restaurants and 
demand for ice was often at a peak for morgues, keeping bodies from 
decaying until funerals could proceed. One worker at the Pascagoula plant 
was asked to take a truckload of ice to the county morgue. The mere image 
of a room full of the dead was too much for the driver. He got right out of the 
truck and headed for home, quitting on the spot. 

The hurricanes of the 1950s and 1960s—Betsy in New Orleans, Louisiana, 
in 1954; Fredric in Mobile, Alabama, in 1962; Camille taking down Biloxi, 
Mississippi, in 1969—demanded tractor-trailer after tractor-trailer loads of ice. 
leighboring ice factories always chipped in to help out the affected towns 
with the unwritten rule that the first loacl was donated to the community and 
he following loads sold at regular prices. Icemen never used price gouging 
On the frantic crowd lined up outside the ice plant, around the corner, down 
the street and into the next block. The order and the imposed rations of ice 
Per customer were maintained by the National Guard, so urgent was the need 


for ice,

Ice distribution was overseen by the hometown iceman. Quin Gautier, 
son of the original owner of Pascagoula Ice and Freezer, unfortunately had 
great practice at serving the hurricane victims. He exhibited such wonderful 
kindness during his reign at the ice plant that his fellow icemen bestowed 
upon him their greatest award, the McMannis Humanitarian Award in 1965. 
Later, his peers put their faith in him again by electing Mr. Gautier president of 
the National Ice Association for 1967. He let none of it go to his head. Instead, 
he had a great down-to-earth understanding of the situation, specifically that 
there are two things people need in times of a natural disaster. First, Mr. 
Gautier said, they need toilet paper and secondly, they need ice. He said he 
couldn't do anything about the first, but ne was always there to help them 
with block ice. 

Amazingly, the ice plant itself has received little damage since its 
cornerstone was put in a hundred years ago, losing only its roof during one 
of the big blows. The plant’s greatest threat most recently came from the 
oncoming progress of a ten-lane connector bridge. It would have taken down 
the dinosaur of the old building had it not been on the National Register of 
Historic Places. The preservation was lucky for my photographic journey and 
lucky for the local Boy Scout troops who get to go to their favorite site for a 
tour each year. It was not so lucky for the three Gautier brothers now running 
the plant, Warren, André and David. Not only are they trying to make a living

- helped her get a $20,000 grant from 
the International Paper Co. Founda- 
tion to fund the program at Beach. 

She is hoping to continue to get 
money to keep art at Beach. At the 
same time, she said she is working to 
bring art to other elementary schools 
in the system. 


Nineteen artists from around the 
Coast have visited Beach Elementary 
this year, sharing their firsthand 
knowledge of drama, costume mak- 
ing, music, storytelling and poetry. 
Hague works with teachers at each 
grade level to structure expressive 
arts around day-to-day classes.
